MINIMISING OF ROLLING 
IN SHIPS. 

An interesting Qgmonstnition of Dr. 
Schick's pyrosedpic apparatus to prevent 
ships from rolling at sea tank placo last 
week in the North Sea off the Tyno, and 
was attended by a large number of repre 
sontutives from various cross-Chanuel and 
coasting steamship lines. Dr. Schlick’s 
apparatus consists of a heavy  fly-whedl 
rotting about an axis which ts initially 
verticn! ; it is enrricd by a frime free to 
oscillate abouts horizontal axisjying trans- 
verscly in the ship. The osoillatory motion 
of the frame can bo checked and controllod 
by means of suitably adjusted brakes This 
apparatus has previously been described i 
Engineering, and was the, subject of an in- 
teresting paper read at the Spring Meeting 
this year of tho Iustitution of Naval Archi- 
tects by Sir William H, White, K.C.B., who 
had made several tests with the apparatus 


fitted to s small German steam-hont. | 


Messre. Swan, Hunter, and Wighsm 
Richardson, Limifod, have acquired Dr. 
Schlick’s rights fur atl countries execpt 
Germany, and arranged for a series of 
demonstrations of the efficacy of the systom 
last week with the apparatus in the 
German. stenm-bont, the See-bur, which 
was formerly a first-class torpedo-boat. 
Her length is 116 ft., and her beam 11,7 
ft.; the displacement is 66,2 tons, did the 
metacentric’ height 1.64 ft; Tho fiywheel 
in thie particular appsratus is 1 metro in 
dismoter, anid weighs.1.108 tons. The 
maximum revolutions are'1600 per minute, 
The fiy-wheel in this caso is driven 
by a steam-turbine, but in the design 
prepared by Messrs Swan, Hunter, and 
Wigham Richardson the mechanism will 
by-electrical, ‘On Wednesday, when Dy, 
Schlick aud Sir William White were on 
board, the Sce-bar- weut, out ‘to the North 
Sea in very rough weather.
